DISUNION IN GERMANY. 

When the president makes a clean cut distinc- 
tion between the German government and the Ger- 
man people official Germany replies, “ All Germans 
support the German government in this war,” and 
there are Americans who ask, “ Aside from e few 
sputterings by Herr Maximilian Harden and a few 
hot speeches howled down in the reichstag have 
there been any protests worth mentioning since 
the war began?” 

All told, the protests would fill a very. consider- 
able volume. The written or publicly spoken pro- 
tests, wo mean. When one recalls that protest in 
Germany is dangerous and may, land a remon- 
strant in jail or the army, we may assume that 
much more disgruntlement lies beneath the sur- 
face than ever comes out in print. Hence what 
seems to us the fairly notable importance of such 
as does. For example: 

In December, 1914, Liebknecht wrote, “ This war, 
which none of the people affected wanted, was not 
declared in the interests of the Germans or of any 
other people. It is an imperialistic war, a war for 
the political domination of important territories in 
Which industrial and banking capital may be 
placed and made productive. Protesting against 
the war, against those who are responsible for and 
those who promoted it, against the capitalistic pol- 
ioy that conjured it up and the capitalistic ends 
wbich it is pursuing, against the plans of annexa- 
tion, against the violation of the neutrality of Bel- 
gtum and of Luxemburg, against military dictator- 
ship, against the complete forgetfulness of social 
and political duties of which the government and 
the ruling classes are still guilty—-I oppose the 
grant of the credits asked for.” 7 

This, to be sure, was one man's protest. He was 

not permitted to deliver it in the reichstag, and 
even Vorwaerts printed it fn an abbreviated form, 
other newspapers suppressing it entirely. But 
‘Klara Zetkin had protested in Die Gleichheit a 
month before, declaring, “ The longer the war lasts 
the more completely {ts aims are unmasked. It 
appears naked, in all its ugiiness, as a war for 
capitalistic conquest and world dominion,” and fn 
Jane, 1915, several hundred Socialists signed an 
open letter to the president of the Social Demo- 
Gratic party and to the president of the Social 
Democratic faction in the reichstag, saying, “It 
has become increasingly clear that the war is not 
one for our national integrity. More and more dis- 
tinctly is revealed its character as an imperialist 
war of conquest.” 3 

At about the same timé the Bund Neues Vater- 
land, founded by Baron von Tepper-Laski, turned” 
in a petition to the imperial chancellor and sent 
copies to all members of the reichstag. Says the 
Gocument, in discussing Belgium, “It has been 
particularly difficult to make our appeal to a ‘state 
of necessity * intelligible to Americana The annex- 
ation of Belgium would be viewed as the forofble 
subjugation of a maltreated free nation, completely 
free from responsibility. for her sad fate” Six 

months later the German Peace society memorial- | 
ized the reichstag tn behalf of “ general principles 

of respect for the freedom and independence of all 

nations because these principles are entitled to re- 

spect on their own account and their disregard 

would necessarily bring vengeance upon us.” 

Two years ago Ernst Muller-Holm published a 
book in which he said, “ When this war broke out 
we were prepared for dreadful things—unprece- 
dented squandering of human lives, fearful misery, 
famine, disease. What we were not prepared for 
is this shocking reversion toward moral savagery. 
. » «- LF am not sufficiently optimistic to believe 
that this war will be followed by a long peace. 
The hatred engendered by this war and by the sti! 
hardly conceivable way in which it is being waged 
—this hatred alone promises a series of wars. 
. . « A ouiture that deserves the name does not 
consist in clever technica] inventions nor even in 
flourishing arte and sciences, but in the fostering 
of justice.” ches 

We pases over that extraordinary volume, “ J’Ac- 
cuse.” It bears no signature. When its author 
sums up his charges by declaring, “Germany is 
guilty, along with Austria, of having brought 
about the European war,” the suspicion remains 
that he is perhaps not a German. We have the 
same vague suspicion when he says, “ The German 
nation has been corrupted and blinded, that it 
mignt be driven into a war which it had never 
foreseen, never intended, and never desired. In 
order that it might be ‘liberated’ it has been put 
in chains.” But no one doubts the Germanic ori- 
gin of former Colonial Secretary Dernberg, who 
aadressed the German Economic Union for South 
and Central America in September, 1915, and said, 
“ Germany has few friends in the world. We have 
not understood the psychology of the South Amer- 
jcans—and not of the South Americans alone. It 
ft a mistake to say that merely envy and il) will 
are to blame, for we ourselves have frequently in- 
sulted this psychology by. our methods.” 

Dr. Dernberg was évidently of that opinion as 
late ap last April, when he said at Breslau, “ We 
have with particular self-contentment troubled our- 
selves little as to what foreign countries thought 
of us. We have delighted ourselves in standing 
op guard in shining armor, and we have in a 
fateful hour set ourselves against the genera) tend- 
encies of a world that desired peace.” 

What a confegsion—a former colonial secretary 
thus composediy riddling the official humbug of a 
war forced upon innocent Germany by wicked and 
Voracious enemies! Curiously enough, Dernberg ts 
still at large, whereas Harden was called to mili- 
tary service for writing, “ The triumph of freedom 
t the world is impossible as long as Germany re- 
maaine whet sks ‘," <nd the authorities miade 
ehort shrift of Liebknecht.

OUR I. W. W. IN RUSSIA. 

Mr. Root’s was not the only American mission 
to Russia. The I. W. W. followed and are still 
there. Gregory Mason has seen them in Petro- 
grad, where they consort with Russian anarchists 
and are measurably, responsible for the régime of 
idiocy and chaos. | 

It is a long, long way from somewhere in Amer- 
ica to anywhere in Russia. To transport this 
precious aggregation by land and sea has cost a 
fairly impressive little sum. Who paid? Not the 
curmudgeons of the I. W. W., we guess. In all 
likelihood the German imperial government. 

For the immediate purposes of this war the 
I. W. W. are no doubt useful to Germany in Rus- 
sia, just as are the innumerable German spies 
with their blandishments and slush funds. Yet it 
strikes us that the German government has any- 
thing but a keen eye to the future. We do not 
imagine that a great people, inhabitating a solid 
territory, with one religignp, one language, and in 
the main but a single racial type, will remain dis- 
united, even if what was once the Russian empire 
breaks up into several Russias each independent 
of the rest, for in that case interest and fear as 
well as instinct will probably lead them to com- 
bine. How will the United States of Russia feel 
toward Germany? 

German diplomacy (if you can call it that) is 
already scheming for an eventual alliance with 
Russia. We may live to see the thing accom- 
plished.

The deanery of Windsor is considered one of the 
blue ribbons of the Church of England. The sacred 
edifice over which he presides is the stately and 
magnificent St. George's chapel, within the precincts 
of Windsor castle, above the open stalis of which 
bang the banners of the living knights of the historic 
Order of the Garter, while beneath its floor repose 
many of the kings of England, from the ill-fated 
Charlies I. to Bdward VII. 

The Dean of Windsor receives a salary which, to- 
gether with other allowances, comes up to $16,000 
year, has a beautiful and pictureaque residence with- 
in the castle precincts, also a private gardén, and 
receives all sorts of favors and perquisites. He is | 
in constant ecclesiastical attendance upon the king 
and queen when they are in residence at Windsor, 
which is their principal home. He celebrates the 
matins and evening services in the private chapel! of 
the castle, and on Sundays and saints’ days officiates 
in their presence in St. George's chapel, where the 
music and singing are unrivaled. 

The influence which he is thus called upon to exer- 
cise upon the entire royal family is very great and, 
carefully selected, he usu-

beloved that in a number 
of cases the Dean of 
Windsor has ended his 
life as Archbishop of 
Canterbury and as pri- 
mate of all England with 
historic Lambeth palace 
as his metropolitan resi- 
dence and a salary of 
$75,000 a year. The pres- 
ent Archbishop of Canter- 
bury spent a number of 
years at Windsor castle 
as Dean of Windsor dur- 
ing the reign of Queen Victoria, who was very dif- 
ficult té manage in religious’ matters and quick to 
take offense at anything that did not please her in 
the sermons preached before her, but never at her. | 
That is a thing she would not for one moment permit. 
The Dean of Windsor has, moreover, the advantage 
of being what is known as a “ royal peculiar,” that 
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jurisdiction of the bishop in whose Alocese his charge 
and benefices are located, holding his authority direct 
from the sovereign in the latter’s capacity as supreme 
head of the Church of England. The royal pecullars 
are appointed by letters patent and do not require 
any institution or induction. The royal peculiars 
inelude, in addition to thé Dean of Windsor, the Dean 
of Westminster abbey, the chaplains of the Chapels 
Royal of St. James’ palace and of Savoy, and of 
the Master of the Temple. 

This deanery of Windsor, having become vacant 
through the retirement on account of infirmity of 
Dean Eliot, has now been bestowed by King George, 
through letters patent, upon the Rev. Albert Baillie, 
a Scotchman, brother of James Baillie of Dochfour, , 
one of the great territorial magnates of Scotland, 


married to Nellie, Lady Burton, a peeress in her 
own right, and only daughter and hefress of the 
late Lord Burton of Bass brewing fame. Bar 
Through his mother, the late Lady Frances Bruce, 
daughter of the seventh Earl of Elgin, and a one- 
time maid of honor to Queen Victoria, as well as 
bridesmaid to Queen Alexandra, the new Dean of 
Windsor is descended from King Robert the Bruce 
of Scotland, and is married to the Hon. Constance 
Hamilton Russell, daughter of the eighth Viscount 
Boyne. He was educated at Mariborough and at 
Trinity college, Cambridge, was rector at Rugby, 
a canon of Worcester cathedral, and recter of St. 
Michael's famous collegiate church at Coventry. 
Several letters have been addressed to me by read- 
ers inquiring just what sort of a place a dean 
cupies in ecclesiastical hierarchy. The general im- 
pression seems to be, largely derived from memoirs 
and novels, that a dean has a good income, a good 
house, all sorts of perquisites, and nothing particular , 
to do, thanks to which some deans of the Church 
of England, such as Dean George Waddington of 
Durham, are celebrated as gastronomists; others, 
such as Dean Buckland of Westminster abbey, for zo- 
ology. Nor must we forget Dean Swift, who devoted 
himself to satirical Hterature, steeping his pen in a 
mixture of genfus, vitriol, and filth. It {s only fair ° 
to add that the deans, probably -because they have 
the leisure, have contributed more to ecclesiastical 
learning than any of the bishops or archbishops who 
are burdened with the cares of their archiepiscopal 
and episcopal jurisdiction. 7 
Dean Buckland of Westminster will always remain 
celebrated as having become the living tomb of the 
_ heart of the French King 
Louis XTV. At the time 
of the great French rey- 
élution the heart was 
robbed from the silver 
urn in which {ft had been 
preserved along with the 
similarty preserved hearts 
of other kings of Francs, 
in the Parisian Abbey of 
St. Denis. It was pur-

HEALTH IN TIMES OF WAR. 


HE American Public Health asse- 
ciation is to devote its next an- 
nual meeting, to be held in Wash- 
ington, Oct, 17-21, inclusive, to @ 
study of the prometion of health in 
times of war. <A considerable part of 
the papers are to be read by men 
connected with the army and fnavy. 
Some are by men connected With the 
British, French, and Canadian armies 
and some are by public health men who 
have served on health commissions that 
have been sent to various Europeaa 
countries since the beginning of the- 
war. ‘ 2 
It is probable that the government 
sanitary officers will learn somethin: 
of value from the: convention. It Is 
more likely that the service rendered 
them will be more indirect. To do all 
the work of the army and navy there 
are not many more than a thousand, 
regular surgeons. Of these far fewer 
than a thousand have had practical 
training in the prevention of dixease. 
When it comes to preventive disease 
fn 28,000,000 military men the govern- 
ment must press into’ service . about 
20,000 physicians, at least half of whom 
will work almost together in the pre- 
vention of disease, and of these less 
than 3,000 will have had training in the 
work of practical disease prevention. 
Whatever the American Public Health 
association can do to educate medical 
officers through this meeting and 
through their journal in sanitation and 
hygiene—public and personal—will be of 
real service to the army and navy. 
And then there is another way of 
looking at it. At a recent meeting at 
Washington Assistant Surgeon General 
Rucker said: “I think when all fs said 
and done we can admit it as a basic 
fact that the cornerstone upon which the' 
winning of the war depends is health. 
I think that to us is committed the one 
absolutely vital and essential thing in 
the winning of this war. If we can 
maintain the health of the people in this 


country in a high degree of efficiency, 


we can produce the foods, the muni- 
tions, the arms, the shelter which our 
troops need. , : 

“If we cannot maintain the civil popu- 
lation in a healthy condition, we can- 
not give to the military forces of the 
government competent forces of strong 
healthy men. We must realize that in 
this war there is bound to be an inter- 
change and cross interchange of infec- 
tion between the civil and the military 
bodies and between the military and 
civil bodies. | | ; 

“Therefore, {t behooves us who are 
in charge of the health agencies in this 
country to see to it that our work is 
done with an unusual degree of care 
and thoroughness.” Dr. Rucker was 
addressing a conference of state boards 
of health. 


aes 
The better the civilian health boards | 
do thetr work the easier will be the 
task of the military authorities. In 
some wars the deaths from sickness 
have been twelve times as numerous 
as the deaths from bullets. However, | 
the usual propertion is about three to 
one. To the rule that the deaths from 
sickness is greater than the deaths from 
wounds, there are but three exceptions 
in history. : 
The Franco-Prussian war, the Russo- 
Japanese war, and the present world 
war conflict. While the data is too insuf- 
ficient for a final statement, it seems 
that the relation of 
sickness-to-death-from- | 
wounds is much lower than in any other 
war in history, and that not all of this 
change igs Gue to the power of cannons 
Apa perhaps not the greater part 
How the English, French, and Cana- 
dians have succeeded in keeping their 
sickness rates so phenomenally low will 
be told by Drs. Goodwin, Rist, McCol- 
lough, and Nasmith. Dr. Goodwin will 
describe the way the front trenches are 
made, not sanitary, but as near sani- 
So sanitary, in fact, 
that men live in them day and night for 
weeks at times and keep healthy, strong, 
and free from disease. 
Dr. Rist will tell of methods employed 
by the French. No troops anywhere in 


any army have made any better rec- 


ord than the Canadians. Few have done 
so well. Drs. McCollough and Nasmith 
of Toronto, both of them, will tell of 
the methods employed by the Canadians. 
Surgeon General Gorgas of the army‘ 
and Surgeon General Braisted of the 
navy will tell so much of their plans 
as those present need to know just now. 

Dr. Franklin H. Martin, who has had 
charge of the medical division of the ad- 
visory council of national defense, 
will’ relate how it is that enough 
medical men have volunteered to care 
for an army twice the size of that im- 


mediately in contemplation. What will - 


be more interesting to those in attend- 
ance he will tell what call will be made 
upon sanitarians for service with armies 
in the fleld, in caring for camps of 
troops in training, and for assisting in 
the work of hygiene and sanitation in 
Hurope and Asia. 
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When the war broke out ft was neces- 
sary for France to rush into the 


‘trenches every man available regardless 


of his physical condition. Until after 
the battle of the Marne France could 
not afford to consider any policy except 
the immediate emergency. The enemy 
must be kept out of Paris. Nothing else 


counted. In consequence, the ranks were 


filled with consumptives. In some the 
disease was active at the time of enlist- 
ment. In othere it was inactive, but 
't soon became active under the hard- 
Ships of war. 

France has always neglected its con- 
It had left the care — 


the family physician. I have beard that 


Ppitals in all France. Certainly, there 


was not the provision for the care of 
consumption that we have or that the 
English or Germans have. The French 
had never run any fresh alr campaigns. 


They have never been called fresh air 


fiends or fresh air cranks. And now 
they are paying the penalty. They are 
suffering from consumption to a far 
greater degree than either the British or 
the Germans. . 

When this fact first began to become 
obvious Dr. Herthan Biggs of New York 
siate Was sent over. to investigate, His 
report was responsible for the organiza- .

The war will greatly increase the grav~- 
ity of our consumption probiem. Dr. 
Biggs is to discuss what can be done 
about consumption in wartime. The At- 
lantic states conference on tuberculosis 
has been set for Oct. 16-17. It is to be 
held at Baltimore. Some of those in at- 
tendance on that meeting will go to the 
American Public Health association in 
time to hear and to discuss Dr. Biggs

When one studies the causes for ad- 
mission to military hospital it is always 
hoted that venereal disease leads all 
other disorders. More soldiers and sai- 
lors are excused from duty on account 


of venereal disease than from any other 


three diseases combined. So bad is 
venereal di tn the armies of the 
central powers that Dr. Hecht advises 
that men with these diseases be put in 
special commands and that they be kept 
in the trendhes constantly. He would 
have provision made for having them 
treated in the trenches. He finds that 
under the present plan of sending them 
to the hospitals the fighting strength of 
regiments is dectmated. Soldiers have 
no more venereal disease than civilians, 

Whenever the subject has been even 
partially and insufficiently investigated 
it has been found that the principal 
feason why men lay off from work is 
sickness and the principal sickness 
which causes them to lay off is ve- 
nereal disease. The reason venereal dis- 
ease looms so large In army and navy 
reports and seems so trifling in the re- 
ports from civilian hospitals is that sol- 
diers and sailors sick with venereal dis- 
ease are entered on the records. 

Venereal disease ig to be discussed by 
Dr. Snow of the American Social Hy- 
giene association, Dr. Russell of the 
United States army, Dr. Holcomb of 
the United States navy, Dt. Frost of 
the public health service, Mr. Fosdick, 
and others. It was Dr. Russell who 
perfected the anti-typhoid vaccine used 
in the army—a far more effective prod- 
uct than that used tin any other army 
or that used by our etate and municipal 
health departments. Or. Holcomb made 
the best studies of venereal disease—in 
the navy—that have been made any- 
where. 

Mr. Fosdick was selected by Secretary 
of War Baker to go to the Mexican 
border {n 1916 and report on venereal 
disease and prostitution in and around 
army camps there. He is now in charge 
of a committee which is trying to con- 
trol conditions in and around the present 
camps. It is hoped that after this dis- 
cussion American. cities will go after 
venereal diseases as actively as they 
now go after measles, scarlet fever, and 
srnallpox.

A pecullar cffect of exposure to heavy 
high power shell fire is the development 
of a form cf hysteria known as shell 
shock. The terrible strain upon the 
mind and the terrible stimulus to the 
emotions made by the fighting methods 
of this war result in. various types of 
mental disturbance. In the early days 
of the war a distinguished Harvard 
professér—Cannon—wrote a book in 


' which he stated that twentieth century 


wars did not profoundly stir the emo- 
tions. 

For instanoe, a man fired a gun almed 
with mathematical calculation at an 
enemy whom he never saw. He was 
quiet, cool, and unemotional in his fight- 
ing. Prof. Cannon wrote from the point 
of view of a laboratory man at home. 
His book was quickly followed by “‘ The 
Mechanistic Cause of War,” written by 
another scientist, but this one a witness 
of and a worker at the battles of the 


' war. He told of such strains, on theq 


emotions, on the capacity of the mind, 
and of the body under the whip of the 
mind as had never before been heard of 
in the history of warfare. 4

URTHER details are at hand to 
supplement THe TRIBUNE’s an-

John P. Willys of Toledo has

With its complete equipment, which in- 
cludes a starting and lighting system, 
it weighs 1,500 pounds—approximately 
100 pounds less than the Ford. A two- 
speed sliding gear fs used, with a clutch 
of the conventional type. Tests of the 
engine have indicated that it wilt pro- 
duce 62 per cent more power than the 
Ford motor, though t is 13 per cent 
smaller. 

To designers one of t the chief items of 
interest about the car is a novel system 
of spring suspension which, it is reported, 
produces the riding effect of a 130 inch 
wheel base with an actual wheel base of 
only 100 inches. This spring arrange- 
ment, it is said, may have a revolution- 
ary effect on many iteme of motor car

All the resources of the Willys-Over- 
land concern are to be used to insure 
production in enormous quantities—the 
chief requisite in successful manufacture 
of a low priced car.
